If you 
have a cockerel er two aa wen nwrked 
aa theae kena aad large aa the barred 
breed requlrea, keep tiieee to mate 
with the aeleeted heaa. If there are 
no eockerela ot thie variety to breed 
froBi, It win be beet to put in a eouple 
of the purebred Barred Roeka. 

There most be some arrangement 
BMde for keeping these male blrd« 
aad the eelected hens in a pen tc 
themselves during the breeding sea 
son. The expense of such a pen li 
very light. Tou cannot expect to Im- 
prove your flock without aome alight 
expense. Ten or fifteen hana will give 
you all the eggs you need for bMed- 
Ing stock next year, even after close 
culling. By anitber year you should 
be able to discard all your mixed stock 
and rely on the Improved birds to form 
all of the flock, which will yet demand 
and good selection each year.

N()w;n!:i\ it is iipxtfc imimssihlo lo 
obtain liiai !<ct ini'/t:!tioiis tiir cviMi so 
short a time ahead as "iK'Nt Wfel;.'' 

It should be remembered also that 
concrete instances of the high cost of 
puhlisliint; yivcii !n rt aic the lowest 
prices obtainable, because the pub- 
lisher buys in large bulk. He cannot 
cut in quantit}'. 

Before the war, to start with, the 
important item of tons npn.; tons of 
metal used by the stereotyping and 
linotyping departments in a great met- 
ropolitan daily newspaper plant— the 
metal which is a composition of lead, 
tin and antimony — cost S 1-4 cents a 
pound. A week ago today it cost
